The constitution described in claim 1 of "on a thin film substrate, signal input from or output to a 
circuit block of a display system wherein image signals input from outside are processed, driving said 
display, and a circuit block of a separate system wherein signals relating to a functional element 
having a function different from a display element are processed, is performed via a flexible printed- 
wiring board for connection to external devices, such printed wiring board to be connected to a thin 
film substrate included in the display element and in which a circuit element of a display is formed"
